Washington State, led the.entire ticket 
with the largest majority at the elec- 
tion yesterday for seven vice presidents 
general, at the announcement of the 
tellers in the night session of the 
thirty-sixth continental congress of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, held ih the new auditorium. Mrs. 
Walker had 1,391. votes. - 

Other vice presidents general elected 
were Mrs. Charles H. Bissell, Connecti- 
cut, 1,342; Mrs. John P, Mosher, New 
York, 1,237; Mrs.. Isabel Wyman Gor- 
don, Massachusetts, 1.181; Mrs. William 
Burney, South Carolina,. 1,159; Mrs. 
Samuel Preston Davis, Little Rock, 
Ark., 1,006, and Mrs. Clarence 8. Paine, 
of Nebraska, 1,064. 

Mrs. Eleanor Washington Howard, of 
Alexandria,.Va., was.the only candi- 
date elected honorary vice president 
general: She had 1,199 votes, and the 
others failed of. the 1,066 votes neces- 
sary to elect. After Miss Katherine 
Nettleton, of Connecticut, chairman of 
tellers, read the announcement, Mrs. 
Alfred J. Brosseau, president general, 
announced a new election for honorary 
vice president general will be held this” 
morning.

He predicted that if the. growth of 
bureaucracy continues’ the family life 
of the nation may soon lose its lib- 
erty. 

Shows Bureau's Growth. |. 

Senator Bayard pointed out that the 
children’s bureau had grown from a 
$27,000 bureau'in 1912 to a $270,000 
one in 1921, and that it had set: itself 
up to tell the people what. to do with 
their children. He said that in his 
opinion the children’s bureau was be- 
hind a movement to obtain control, 
through this Federal bureau, of the 
children of the country. ‘The senator 
expressed the belief that the proposed 
child labor amendment, which, he said, 
has been accepted only by five States, 
but has been rejected by more. than 30, 
would give Congress power to override 
State law and to regulate the life of 
the child from birth to its eighteenth 
birthday. 

“Under this amendment Federal 
agents would be able to come into our 
homes.and absolutely regulate the lives 
of.the children,” he said. The mother-

Hundreds Taken From Tread 
and Roofs; 1,000 Stranded 
in One County. 


GREAT WALL OF WATER 
IS SWEEPING ON TOWNS. 


U.S. Troops Asked; Epidemics 
and Cold Wave Are Add- 
ing to Misery. 


New Orleans, April 21 (By A. P.) —«. 
T. R. Buchanan, assistant director of 
district relief work for the Red Cros 
at Greenville, in a telephone message, 
told Red Cross headquarters at 
Natchez, that the protection levee 
around Greenville had broken and the 
flood waters were sweeping the city. 

He said that, citizens were fleeing 
from the stricken city by every possible 
means. He added that he had with him 
200 tents, but was unable to distribute 
therh as he was surrounded by water, 

“Efforts are being made to repaig 
the break, but I do not think that 
such a thing is possible,” he said, 
“There are from 15,000 to 20,000 people, 
some on chimneys, some in trees, that 
must be transported to safety. Motor- 
boats are being used and everyone ‘is 
giving every possible assistance to aid 
those in the stricken area.” 

Many Lives Have Been Lost. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 21 (By A. P.). 
Sudden death blackened the tragedy in 
the flood-wrecked valley of the lower 
Mississippi tonight as reports of fresh 


| disaster swelled the triumph of the 


murderous waters. 

Known deaths in the lower Mississippi 
‘basin from the worst flood in its hig — 
tory, reported in many States end over 
a period of many days, reached a prob- 
able total of 27 tonight, while observers 
of the disaster believed that at least two 
score have perished in the rushing 
waters. 

Eighteen men are believed to have 
been drowned today when the govern~ 
ment launch Pelican was swamped in @. 
crevasse which swept away the Missis- 
sippi levée at Knowlton, Ark., just above 
Laconia Circle. Two are known to havé 
perished and their companions were re- 
ported likewise to have been swept into 
a turbulent grave. 

The Mississippi river levee at Green- 
ville, largest city in the Mississippi 
delta, went out at midnight, according 
to long distance telephone operators 
here who said the operator at Green- 
ville had broadcast first news of the 
disaster.

Couldn’t Believe Their Eyes. 


The high-light in the tworday trial 
came when Gloth burst into tears on 
the witness stand. He had been teéll- 
ing how his accusers had “hounded” 
him and how they had caused his 
wife to divorce him and caused his 
13-year-old son to stop speaking to 
him. In the midst of his recital, Gloth 
had to stop. Tears began to stream 
down his face and his voice choked. 

Men who knew Gloth couldn't be- 
lieve their eyes it was the first time 


they had ever seen him cry. There 
were some there who remémbered when 
he was the star center of thé University 
of Virginia football team. That was 
in 1908. He was captain then, and his 
team went undefeated throughout the 
year. That was the year, too, when the 
late Walter Camp picked Gloth as an 
All-American center. Until that time 
no man on a Southern eleven had been 
selected for such a glorious honor. 

“He never used to cry then,” said 
one of his friends. “Physical pain 
couldn’t make that fellow cry. This 
is from the soul.” 

Gloth was never referred to as Will- 
iam in the trial. His own counsel or 
the prosecutor either called him “Billy” 
or “Judge.” He was once a police judge 
in Arlington county. 

Before the jury announced its ver- 
dict Sheriff Howard Fields announced 
that no demonstration would be toler- 
ated in the court. And the spectators 
took him seriously. 


Gloth Vaults Over Railing. 


When the verdict had been announced 
Gloth vaulted the railing separating 
him and the jury box and proceeded 
to shake hands with each of the five 
jurors. 

Ignoring the shouts of Sheriff Fields 
that the court had not yet adjourned, 
the spectators began to flock around 
Gloth. Then for the next fifteen min- 
utes he himself held court, receiving 
the handshakes and the congratula- 
tions of his friends. Apparently every- 
body in the courtroom was his friend. 

Among those who surgéd toward the 
erstwhile defendant was Allen F. Gar- 
ner, an Arlington county lawyer, who 
accepted the job of prosecutor “under 
protest.” Fifteen other members of the 
Arlington bar had declined the job.

Sudden Temperature Drop. 


The storm caused a sudden drop from 
88 degreés recorded at the Pennsyl- 
vania avenue kiosk at 4 o’clock to 70 
degrees which is the average tempera- 
ture for this section for the last 33 
years at this time of year. Thé risé of 
the témperature to nearly 90 degrees 
occurs very infrequently in April. 
There was an April day in 1872 on 
which the thermometer rose to above 
90 degrees and once in 1896 it rosé to 
93 degrees. In 1910, 1915, 1921 and 
1925 the temperature rose for brief 
intervals to the vicinity of 90 degrees. 

The vicinity of the bureau of stand- 
ards was hard hit by the storm. Sev- 
eral electric light poles and wires were 
blown down and Cofinecticut avenue 
at Harrison street was fisoded with 
water and dirt. 


Street Car Derailed. 


Street car lines were hard hit by 
the storm. A Capital Traction Co. 
Street car bound for Takoma Park was 
forced from the tracks at Georgia ave- 
nue and Kennedy streets northwest, 
blocking the Takoma Park line and the 
Georgia avenue line of the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co. Both com- 
panies sent émérgency créws to clear 
the rigkt of way.

Attorney W. I. Gilbert, for Kelly, said 
he was trying to get in touch with 
Florence Bayne, actress and divorced 
former wife of the dead musical comedy 
actor. Gilbert predicted that Miss 
Bayne would be called as a defense wit- 
ness. 

Miss Mackaye, over whom the fatal 
fight took place, could not be reached 
for a statement, her physician denying 
any one permission to see her. The 
physician asserted that the actress was 
in a state of complete nervous collapse, 
which was started yesterday by three 
fainting spells before the grand jury 
which, shortly after hearing her testi- 
mony, indicted Kelly. 


Did Not Know of Fight. 


Dr. Walter Sullivan, who attended 
the battered and unconscious actor at 
his home and in the hospital, denied 
before the coroner’s jury that he knew 
the two men had engaged in a fight. 
He insisted he had not tried “to cover 
up” facts in the case, but admitted that 
he had received a fee of $500 for two 
days’ treatment of his patient and that 
the sum was “rather high.” 

That the dying actor wished to effect 
@ reconciliation with his wife was the 
contention today of Deputy District 
Attorney Ellis Eagan. He said he had 
information that Raymond while mo- 
mentarily conscious just before he died 
had mumbled words of affection to his 
wife and pleaded that she return to 
him and give up his rival.

regime there, is expected ‘to leave 
China with other communists to avoid 
further embarrassment for the Hankow 
leaders in their controversy with the 
moderates under Chiang Kai-Stiek’' at 
Nanking. 

The Hankow sources responsible for 
this statement insist that the issue 
between their leaders and Chiang’s new 
Nanking government is not one of bol- 
shevism versus conservatism, but of a 
civilian government against a military 
regime. 

Meanwhile the Cantonese holding 
the south bank of the Yangtze and. the. 
Shantungese on the north bank have 
resumed firing across the river. Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, the northern com- 
mander, has ordered the Shantungese 
to desist from their practice of firing 
on passing foreign ships. 


Marines Take Embassy Wall. 


In Peking, American marines and 
forces of the other protocol powers yes- 
terday took over the west wall of the 
soviet embassy compound as part of the 
program for defense of the legation 
quarter. The gates, locked since the 
recent raid in the compound by agents 
of Chang Tso-Lin, were forced by the 
Americans, 

Another kidnaping incident is re- 
ported from the southern province of 
Yunnan, where a Canadian missionary 
and his daughter were recently killed 
by bandits, and others, including an 
American nurse, captured. 

In: the latest incident a French 
engineer and a number of railway em- 
ployes are said to be held for ransom. 
Yunnan is described as overrun with 
bandits, taking advantage of the strug- 
gle between the rival factions who are 
seeking to gain control of the province. 

All foreigners, with the exception of 
13 Europeans and one Japanese, have 
left Chungkiang, Szechuan province. 
Evacuated foreign bungalows have been 
demolished by,the natives. 


Dutch Woman Is Beaten. 


Shanghai, April 2 (By A. P.).—A 
Dutch woman, whose name was with- 
hela by the Dutch consulate, today was 
badly beaten in the Chinese city here, 
and was forced to flee from her assail- 
ants who were described as soldiers. 

The woman, who arrived in Shang- 
hai recently from Java en route to her 
home in Holland, entered the native 
city accompanied by a Chinese guide. 
The populace appeared friendly and it 
was not until she was about to return 
to the international settlement that she 
was stopped. 

Four Chinese soldiers, with bayoneted 
rifles, barred her passage from the na- 
tive city and demanded to know what 
she was doing there. Before she could 
show her passport she was beaten and 
badly bruised with the rifie butts. 


Chiang Resumes Offensive. 


With the new Nanking government 
launched, civilians supervising the de- 
tails, Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, leader 
of the moderate section of the nation- 
alists, has suddenly resumed his cam- 
paign to the north, Chinese reports 
assert. His forces are advancing by two 
routes. They have reached Linhweik- 
wan, on the southern section of the 
Tientsin-Pukow railroad. Their objec- 
tive is Suchowfu, where there is a rail- 
road crossing. 

Gen. Chiang plans later to take 
Hanchwang, where the Tsientsin-Pu- 
kow railroad crosses the grand canal. 
The capture of these two point. would 
sever completely communications and 
supplies of the northerners in the Nan- 
king sector. 

The number of troops engaged is not 
determined. Ten thousand of Chiang’s 
troops are’ also moving toward Ching- 
kiang for the purpose of crossing the 
river and attacking Yang Chow, fifteen 
miles to the north. 

These two drives would serve to cut 
off the northern forces in the neigh- 
borhood of Pukow, if successful. The 
objective beyond Yangchow of the sec- 
ond drive is Tsinanfu. 


85 Americans in Danger. 


Shanghai, April 21 (By A. P.).—Riot- 
ing and looting were prevalent in Han- 
kow, said a wireless dispatch from that 
city today, with a panic imminent 
Eighty-five Americans were hugging 
the edge of the foreign settlement, re- 
luctant to desert their property yet 
fearing to venture far inland. 

It was learned authoritatively that 
if the Chinese at Hankow should at- 
tempt a repitition of the Nanking out- 
rage, the foreign warships would act 
without ‘delay.

‘THE SURVIVORS REPORT 


Those Burned to Death Were 
“Too Badly Wounded to 
Make Way Outside. 


Mexico City, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
Survivors of Tuesday night’s train 
tragedy in Jalisco state, arriving in 
Mexico City today, estimate the ‘total 
dead at. about 100, of whom 46 were 
members of the soldier guard and from 


50 to 60 were passengers. From 5 to 7 
Americans were on the train, but none 
was injured. 

The survivors, who reached the capi- 
tal on a relief train, said the Qandits 
or rebels who derailed the engine and 
-then attacked the train shouted: “Long 
live Christ the king.” 

They robbed the express coach of 
200,000 pesos, but did not lock the pas- 
sengets in the burning coaches, as was 
stated in previous reports. After rob- 
bing the passengers they ordered them 
to leave the coaches, which were then 
set afire. 

Some of the passengers and soldiers, 
however, were so severely wounded as to 
be unable to move. These were left 
within the coaches and were burned to 
death. Three wounded soldiers survived 
of the military escort, these three sav- 
ing their lives by discarding their in- 
signia and posing as civilians. 


Bullets Caused Most of Deaths. 


The attackers poured a heavy rifle 
fire through the coaches immediately 
after the derailment of the train, which 
was bound from Guadalejara to Mexico 
City. ‘The soldier guard returned fire 
from the windows and platforms of the 
coaches until overcome. The bullets of 
the attackers are said to have caused 
the majority of the deaths among the 
passengers. 

The, charge that.a Catholic priest 
directed the attack against the train 
was made by Patricio Villalobos of 
Tepic, a passenger in the second-class 
coach, who was among the wounded 
brought to Mexico City. This priest, 
he said, rode around the scene of com- 
bat in an automobile. Another priest, 
he charged boarded the train after the 
military escort had been silenced, order- 
ing his men to kill all passengers sus~ 
pected of being soldiers. 

Villalobas. had one leg shattered. He 
escaped death in the fire through the 
assistance. of ‘the woman and Sergt. 
Isidro Anduaga, one of the three sur- 
vivors of the military escort. 

Archbishop Ruinz y' Flores, in a 
statement in behalf of the Catholic 
episcopate tonight declared that if 
Catholic ‘priests participated in the 
Guadalajara train attack, the Catholic 
Church was unaware of it and had no 
connection with it. 

The whereabouts of the dignitaries 
of the episcopate is a closely guarded 
secret in Catholic circles, for there is 
considerable fear of government pun- 
ishment if anything is said offensive 
to the authorities. 

Survivors reaching Mexico City esti- 
mated that at least 20 children, from 
infants to 10 years of age, were killed 
in the sec@nd class coaches,’ 

Sergt. Anduaga, with five soldiers, 
fought from the military car until his 
comrades were killed. Then, unable to 
prevent the rebels from entering the 
car, he dropped to the floor, shamming 
death. 


Bodies Knifed by Outlaws, 


The rebels entered and knifed the 
bodies. Anduaga received thrusts ,in 
the ribs and legs. Two rebels remnained 
in the car until it was in flames. After 
they left, Anduaga crawled outside, met 
Villalobos and assisted him to safety. 

Sergt. Filberto Cabrera, another 
survivor, also said a priest directed the 
attack from an automobile. The reb- 
els, he added, forced the passengers to 
shout “Long live Christ the king,” kill- 
ing those who did not obey promptly. 

Cabrera, wounded, fled to the moun- 
tains, but was captured and conducted 
to the rebel camp. Shortly afterward, 
he said, he was told: “The Padre says 
you can go,” and he réturned to the 
scene of the disaster. 

Manuel Garcia, of Penjamo, a track 
worker, who suffered bullet wounds in 
the arm and leg, said the rebels in- 
vaded the cars, stabbing all passengers 
whose dress indicated they might be 
soldiers. They robbed’ the passengers 
of clothing and valuables and after- 
ward ordered everybody off the train. 
Many of the wounded were unable to 
get out, and were burned ‘alive. 

Bassilio Manin, an Italian, was slight- 
ly wounded. He claims the fight lasted 
over two hours and that many of the 
passengers were wounded because part 
of the military escort fought inside the 
cars until the rebels climbed in. Then 
the fight continued among the cower- 
ing passengers. 


Fled Before Military Train. 


The rebels, he says, mercilessly butch- 
ered the remaining soldiers and pas- 
sengers mistaken for soldiers. They 
did not leave until the arrival of a 
military train. 

Antonio Diaz, a member of the 
regional confederation of Mexican 
workers, returning. to Mexico City after 
a holy week vacation, became insane 
when his wife was killed and his 
mother, daughter and son were 
wounded, 

The daughter, Consuelo, aged 7, died 
on the relief train. The mother, Paula 
Cervantes, was wounded in the spine 
by a bullet, and the son, Antonio, aged 
5, had both arms shattered. 

Paula Cervantes, barely able to 
speak, said the rebels and passengers 
rescued some of the wounded, who 
were piled with the dead along the 
track until the flames made further 
rescue work impossible. 

Diego Nedo, former governor of Sina- 
loa state during the Diaz regime, who 
traveled in a Pullman with his wife 
and children, told quite a different 
story. The rebels, he said, did not. 
rob or molest the passengers but cour- 
teously assisted them to carry their 
baggage to safety. 

The casualties, in his opinion, wer: 
due to the desperate resistance of- 
fered by the military guard and its 
“imprudence” in fighting ide the 
coaches.. 


New Trial for Life 
Given Midget Bandit 


Springfield, Ill., April 21 (By A. P.). 
Henry J. Fernekes, the “midget bandit” 
and two codefendants have obtained in 
the State Supreme court a new trial 
on a murder charge for which they 
had been sentenced to death. Fernekes, 
a chemist, was arrested in a Chicago 
library nearly two years ago as he 
presumably was doing research work 
in aid of his career as head of a group 
of safe blowers. 

The death sentence was passed upon 
the trio for the murder of Michael 
Swiontonski, an officer of a building 
and loan association, who was killed.

stream, the Arkansas washed away two 
spans of the Missouri Pacific bridge at 
Little Rock, carrying with them a 
string of loaded freight cars that had 
been run on the bridge to help hold it. 

The wide area flooded in the lower 
part of the Arkansas river valley was 
increased today when a _ break—the 


third—occurred in the Plum bayou 
levee near England. A heavy loss of 
live stock was reported from this over- 
flow, which adds to the inundation 
which threatens the towns of Sherill, 
Altheimer and other communities. 

Crews of men worked tonight on 
weakened levees south of Pine Bluff, 
where the backwaters of the Mississippi 
swell the Arkansas. 

Dykes in danger included the new 
Gascony levee, the levee at the State 
convict farm at Cummins and the Pen- 
dleton defenses. 

Responding to the inflowing tides 
from the New Madrid (Mo.) area, waters 
of Big lake and the Little river, in 
the upper St. Francis basin of Arkansas 
and Missouri, were rising tonight. Au- 
thorities believed that the Big lake 
water would increase 6 feet from this 
influx. Towns and residents in the 
St. Francis valley southward, were pre- 
pared to receive the steadily advancing 
floods, 


New Madrid Submerged. 


The floods now coming down the St. 
Francis basin have come through the 
breach in the Mississippi river at Do- 
rena, Mo., where the government dykes 
first yielded. The St. Johns bayou 
levee, near New Madrid, Mo., also has 
broken, They have submerged New 
Madrid to’a depth of 5 to 18 feet, and 
will be carried again into the Mls- 
Sissippi just north of Helena. New 
Madrid is virtually abandoned. 


Boat Goes Through Levee. 


Helena, Ark., April 21 (By A. P.).— 
Eighteen persons were reported drown- 
ed when the government launch Peli- 
can was pulled through a levee break 
at Knowltons landing, 50 miles south 
of here on the Mississippi river, early 
this morning, according to messages re- 
ceived here late this afternoon. 

The: boat was said to have been 
caught in the swirl of water outside 
the break as it was attempting to de- 
liver refugees from the bank to the 
steamer Wabash, which was passing up 
the river. 

It became definitely known here late 
today that the levee had broken at 
Knowlton, but no communication could 
be established with that district, which 
is isolated from a telephone for 25 
miles or more. Locai Red Cross offi- 
Cials dispatched a hoat at 6 o’clock to- 
night for Knowlton, hoping to save 
others reported to be marooned on the 
levee top there and in immediate peril. 

The levee was caving, it was said, and 
people were crying for aid when the 
Wabash passed up with hundreds 
crowded onto a barge and its decks. 
They were unable to take on additional 
refugees, according to the reports re- 
ceived here. 

It was learned late tonight that at 
least two white men, both probably in 
the employ of the government, were 
drowned when the Pelican went down. 

Greenville, Miss., April 21 (By A. P.). 
Several negroes perished when the 
Stops landing levee was swept away by 
th current of the Mississippi river to- 
d- , Judge R. C. Trimble told the As- 
sociated Press tonight. 

Thousands of persons were franti- 
cally piling sandbags at Stops landing 
when the levee caved, Judge Trimble 
said, and he was sure a number of 
them, all negroes, were swept away. 
The speed of the torrent was so great 
that recovery of the bodies will be im- 
possible for many days, he declared.

DESPERATE BATTLE 
EXPECTED TO RESULT 


incumbent Has Been 10 Years 


in Post and Has Warm 
Friends in State.

Finis J. Garrett, representative from 
the Ninth district of Tennessee, mi- 
nority leader of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, will seek promotion to the 
Senate during the campaign of 1928. 

Word reached Washington yesterday 
that Representative Garrett had de- 
cided to enter the State primary against 
Senator Kenneth D. McKellar, whose 
second term in the upper branch of 
Congress will terrninate March 4, 1929. 

The news of Garrett’s intention to 
make the contest for the senatorship 
created more than usual interest in 
political circles in the Capital since it 
will mean the definite retirement of 
the Tennesseean from the House of 
Representatives, where he is generally 
recognized as one of the ablest men 
that the Democratic party has produced 
in a good many years. 

Battle to Be Warm. 


Persons familiar with Tennessee poll- 
tics anticipate that the battle between 
Gatrett and McKellar in the primaries 
will be one of the warmest that the 
Southern State has seen in many years 
since the following of both men 
throughout the State is large and de- 
voted. 

Both candidates come from the west- 
ern part of the State, the geographical 
section which is customarily awarded 
one senatorial place, while the other 
goes to east Tennesce. 

Senator McKellar, with ten years 
service in the Senate behind him, came 
to that body at the end of the feud 
which raged so long between Senator 
Luke Lea and former Gov. Ham Pat- 
terson. Senator McKellar, then a com- 
paratively young man with only five 
years’ service in the House behind him, 
entered a three-cornered race with 
these two major figures of Tennessee 
politics in 1916. The contest between 
Lea and Patterson was so bitter that 
Senator McKellar was the compromise 
choice of the majority of the voters. 
In his second campaign Senator Mc- 
Kellar defeated G. T. Fitzhugh, a promi- 
nent Memphis lawyer. 

There is no gainsaying that Sena- 
tor McKellar has built some exceed- 
ingly strong political fences in the ten 
years that he has been in the Senate. 
He has specialized in his activities for 
the veterans and has built up an ef- 
fective organization. 

In House 22 Years. 


The probabilities are, however, that 
Representative Garrett will give him 
a good deal of opposition. The House 
minority leader has represented his dis- 
trict for the past 22 years, a record of 
service that is surpassed by only five 
other members of the body. 

He has for a good many years been 
recognized as one of the ablest men on 
the Democratic side, a distinction that 


% @ae gained during the Wilson adminis- 


tration when the Democrats were in 
control. During the close of that per- 
fod he served as Democratic floor 
leader in the illness of the late Rep- 
resentative Claude Kitchen. 

Since the Republicans regained con- 
trol of the legislative machinery Rep- 
resentative Garrett has directed Demo- 
cratic policies and tactics and has 
often furnished the majority leaders 
more trouble than they cared for. 

Curiously enough Representative 
Garrett, who for the past two terms 
has been the choice of the Democratic 
caucus for Speaker of the House, has 
few closer friends than Speaker Nich- 
olas Longworth, for despite their po- 
litical differences they have many per- 
sonal ties.

Freeman Addresses Delegates. 


The Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, and the Very 
Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl greeted the 
1500 delegates to the congress who 
a pilgrimage to Washington 
cathedral immediately after the re- 
ception at the White House.

Miss Gregory Gives Talk. 


How to combat the subversive forces 
undermining America was the general 
theme of last night’s national defense 
session of the thirty-sixth Continental 
congress, D. A. R., now in its fifth day’s 
session at the auditorium.

Gregory gave details of the methods 
of approach to influence Congress for 
certain legislation approved. or in- 
itiated by the D. A. R. Greg- 
ory pointed out the care she had

Mrs. Gregory praised the work of 
Mrs. Brosseau and Mrs. William Sher- 
man Walker, national chairmen on -na- 
tional defense, in combating subversive 
propaganda. 


States Rights Touched On. 


The question of State rights and con- 
stitutional amendments was touched on 
in an historical way in Mrs. Gregory’s 
report, and she declared that from 
December 4, 1889, to July 2, 1926, 1,316 
proposed amendments to the Consti- 
tution had been introduced in Congress, 
She urged all D. A. R. to investigate 
the origin, history and object of all 
legislation they were asked to indorse, 
to. see if it conformed with the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

The legislation chairmen of the D. 
A. R. have been instructed to establish 
programs of study of the Constitution, 
Mrs. Gregory informed the delegates. 

At yesterday’s congress the D. A. R. 
in North Carolina, through Mrs. 
Gregory, presented $1,000 to the na- 
tional society to be used by the com- 
mittee on national defense to combat 
Subversive measures and to work for 
adequate national defense by land, sea 


and air. 


Mrs. Walker gave a comprehensive re- 
port of the year’s work of her commit- 
tee, which was appointed by Mrs. Bros- 
seau after a recommendation of the na- 
tional board of management to estab- 
lish such a national committee. Mrs. 
Walker declared her committee had two 
objectives, the support of adequate na- 
tional defense and the counteracting of 
subversive influences. She pointed out 
that new duties were at hand for the 
D. A. R. because “new perils are at 
hand.” 

“Attempts are being made to weaken 
our national defense,” she said. In- 
fluences are at work to overthrow our 
institutions of government. 

“The committee is cooperating with 
all other agencies supporting the prin- 
ciples of adequate national defense, the 
speaker said, collecting information re- 
garding subversive forces in the United 
States, evaluating, tabulating, record- 
ing and condensing such data for per- 
manent use and planning a widespread 
dissemination of this infotmation. 


Warns of Activities. 


Mrs. Walker said: “The organizations 
work to undermine the basic prin- 
ciples of our government have millions 
at their disposal, trained people by the 
hundreds at their command. In some 
cases there are endowments insuring 
the future continuance of their ac- 
tivities. Surely the foes are already 
within America and thoroughly equip- 
ped and organized for action.” 

In concluding, Mrs. Walker pointed 
out that the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution was particulany well 
equipped to work for adequate national 
defense and to combat subversive move- 
ments because it has a loyal member- 
ship, organization machinery in every 
State, knowledge of fundamental his- 
torical facts, a constituency quickly re- 
sponsive to patriotic needs and the con- 
fidence of government authorities. 

“Our Peace Establishment” was dis- 
cyssed by Lieut. Col. Leroy Foster 
Smith, infantry reserves. In his open- 
ing remarks he asserted that “this na- 
tion never in its entire history has been 
called on to lick any nation its size. 
In every foreign. or domestic war, from 
Lexington to Belleau wceod, the United 
States has been at least twice as power- 
ful from a military standpoint as the 
enemy against which she was pitted, 
and that, furthermore, if the United 
States in any war had been opposed by 
a nation her equal in numbers the 
United States would have been whipped 
in detail, the speed of her defeat de- 
pending solely upon the rapidity with 
which she would have been able to 
advance her troops within range of the 
enemy’s gunfire.” 

He estimated 40,000 lives could have 
been saved in the Revolutionary war 
had the colonists been trained in na- 
tional defense and that the “French 
whipped the British for us.” He also 
pointed out how unpreparedness cost 
American lives and money in the war 
of 1812 and the one with Mexico, and 
that the same situation prevailed in 
the Northern army in the war between 
the States. ’ 


Paid Price in Wars. 


The same price of unpreparedness 
was paid in the war with Spain, con- 
tinued the speaker, and in the world 
war Col. Smith estimated that much 
money and many of the 114,000 lives 
sacrificed on the altar of world de- 
mocracy could have been saved by ade- 
quate preparedness. 

Speaking of the training given in 
the worid war to raw recruits, Col. 
Smith waxed sarcastic when he ex- 
claimed: “We trained many of them in 
summer underwear and cotton unhi- 
forms in a bitter cold winter; we train- 
ed them with stove pipe and wooden 
cannon and with old battle-scarred use- 
less Enfield rifles borrowed from 
Canada. We equipped with French and 
English artillery, French and English 
airplanes, French and English machine 
guns, French and English automatic 
rifles and, although our allies were 
} being crowded to the wall, they were 
}forced to furnish the American expe- 
|ditionary forces with one-half of all 
their supplies.” 

Col. Smith declared the Goddess Luck

CHARGES MADE ATTACK 
ACTIONS AND POLICIES 


Functions ‘Declared Automat- 
ically Withdrawn; Ship Sales 
Seemingly Discouraged, 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Final action on J. Harry Philbin’s 
resignation as vice president and trus- 
tee of the Merchant Fleet Corporation 
was taken yesterday by the Skipping 
Board. The board ratified the ac- 
ceptance by»President Daltdn, of the 
fleet corporation, of his assistant’s res- 
ignation, upholding Dalton in the face 
of Philbin’s challenge that he did not 
have power to accept the resignation 
or to change the date on which it was 
intended to become effective. 

Philbin offered his resignation in a 
letter to President Dalton, asking that 
it be made effective April 30. alton, 
ia accepting it, advanced the date to 
April 20. 

Ina letter accompanying his resig- 
nation, which he made public late yes- 
terday, Philbin told the Shipping Board 
that the situation prevailing in the 
Merchant Fleet Corporation was, in his 
judgment, “incompatible with the pub- 
lic interest.” 


Functions Are Withdrawn. 


He charged that President Dalton; 
without warning or reason so far as he 
knew, had ‘withdrawn from the vice 
president’s office various functions and 
activities “either by direct peremptory 
order of the most autocratic type, or 
by automatic assumption on the part 
of his office of such duties and activi- 
ties.” \ 

Philbin said that Gen, Dalton’s re- 
organization of the ship sales division 
compelled him to believe that its pur- 
pose was “to stultify and discourage 
the sale of ships, with a view of sub- 
stituting a permanent government op- 
eration policy, such as in my judg- 
ment is not warranted by existing law.” 

In concluding, the retiring vice presi- 
dent said that in the face of events 
which had transpired he was unabie 
to escape the belief “that the pendency 
of the Fleet Corporation affairs is not 
mere accident or chance, but rather is 
que to @ more deepseated design, fos- 
tered by those who would aspire to ob- 
tain—and, I do not hesitate to state, 
do sometimes obtain—special consider- 
ation, and who would seek to control 
and dominate the merchant marine 
destinies of this country.” 


George L. Darte, military intelligence 
reserve. His principal contention was 
against what he called “the borers in” 
and urged that forums and ‘public 
clubs be closed to these subversists 
Who appear as champions of liberal 
thought, a “class who would ra‘se the 
white flag in time of war and the red 
flag in time of peace.” 

Capt. Darte refuted the claim of Will 
Irwin im his recent book, “How Red is 
America,” that there is no red menace 
in the United States. He said Mr. Irwin 
was a vice chairman of the National 
Council for the Prevention of War and 
that his wife, Inez Haynes Irwin, is a 
member of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom. 


Assails Many Associations. 


Capt. Darte named a number of 
“pinks” whom, he said, Will Irwin for- 
got to mention. He declared there 
were 300 organized groups in this 
country seeking to “undermine our 
social, political and economic system.” 

That “liberal clubs” exist in more 
than 200 colleges also was claimed by 
Capt. Darte, and that much work was 
being done by subversive groups against 
military training in educational insti- 
tutions. This fight is communist in- 
spired, he declared. He said the bar- 
ring of Frederick J. Libby, superpa- 
cifist, “now a Quaker,” from the pub- 
lic schools of the District as a speaker 
was a matter of “congratulations to 
the District.” Capt. Darte also de- 
nounced the so-called “free love’’ doc- 
trines of the youth movement. He 
also attacked the woman’s joint con- 
gressional committee. 

In conclusion, Capt. Darte said that 
he had no fear of a red army taking 
possession of our country by force of 
arms, but that the same results ¢an be 
accomplished through an economic or 
social revolution. 

Coupled with the suspense manifest- 
ed by the delegates over the reception 
at the White House was the great en- 
thusiasm of the congress to hear an- 
nouncements at the close of yesterday 
morning’s session on the total funds 
received for Constitution hall. Mrs.

A stirring plea for the delegates to 
bring the total over the half-million 
mark made by Mrs. Magna was loudly 
applauded by the congress. In view 
of the many new subscriptions received 
since tabulating the figures announced, 
Mrs. Magna said another report will 
be given today. 

The State of Illinois has subscribed 
to the greatest number of chairs and 
California purchased the most cubic 
feet of earth, it-was announced. 

Every chapter in New Jersey Will be 
represented by a chair in the new au- 
ditorium, it was reported, and was set 
up by the:congress as a splendid ex- 
ample for the other State delegations. 

The reading of the report on Ellis 
island D. A. Ri social service work by 
Mrs. Charles Read Banks, of New Jer- 
sey, ehairman, was illustrated with 
stereopticon slides recently photo- 
graphed.

center having a seating capacity of 10,-

Aside from the quickness with which 
Senator Glass’ idea was embraced by 
| the three trade bodies, it was also in- 
dorsed by men kigh in the Democratic 
councils. John F. Costello, Democratic 
national committeeman for the Dis- 
trict, said he would do “everything 
within his power” to bring the conven- 
tion here. 

“IT heartily approve of Senator Glass’ 
suggestion that the next Democratic 
national convention be held in Wash- 
ington,” he said. “Washington is a 
neutral zone, as Senator Glass has said. 
It is the seat of the national govern- 
ment. It has never had a Democratic 
national convention. The nearést to 
it was the convéntion in Baltimore in 
1912. I shall do everything in my 
power to bring the convention to Wash- 
ington. I will confer with other mem- 
bers of the national committee in re- 
gard to the matter.” 

Representative Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
Democratic whip in the House, said, 
“There are several ideal places for the 
convention, of which Washington is 
one.” 

Daniel C. Roper, former collector of 
internal revenue, gave hearty indorse- 
ment to the suggestion as a Washing- 
tonian. There could not be a more 
ideal place, he said. 

Senator King, of Utah, however, said 
that he was inclined to favor Cleveland, 
Ohio. Washington would be an ideal 
place, he said, but he thought the con- 
vention should go to a place in de- 
batable territory. 

M. A. Leese, president of the Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce, made 
this comment: 

“I concur deeply with Senator Carter 


Glass, Democratic national committee-} 


man from Virginia, in his expressed 
opinion that Washington is the most 
logical place for the 1928 convention, 
as this is the only neutral political 
territory in the country.” 

Similar utterances were made by 
Robert Cottrell, second assistant secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade, and by 
Edward D. Shaw, secretary of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers associa- 
tion, both of whom ‘said their’ organi- 
zations would take up the matter at 
their next board meetings. 

It was recognized that there will 
have to be more than mere indorsement 
of the plan if Washington is to get 
the convention, and it is with this in 
mind that the civic bodies are going to 
consider the matter further. 

The Wheeling, W. Va., Register, de- 
clared that Washington would. be “an 
ideal convention city.” 

In a telegram to The Washington 
Post, Camdens Taney, editor of the 
Register, said: | 

“The Register is of the opinion that 
the Democratic national convention 
should be held in the East not only be- 
cause Eastern preSidential and vice 
presidential candidacies are looming 
strong, but because the territory east 
and south of the Ohio river furnishes 
the greater number of delegates. Wash- 
ington being accessible from all points 
by rail and highway and with its great 
historic interest would make an ideal 
convention city.”

PRESIDENT MACHADO’S VISIT. 


The United States is pleased to welcome the 
President of Cuba, Mr. Gerardo Machado, who 
arrives this morning in Washington accom- 
panied by a party of distinguished Cubans. 
President Machado will visit several American 
cities during his stay in this country. It 
would be a pleasure to Americans if he would 
extend his trip throughout the country. 

The relations between Cuba and the United 
States advertise to the whole world the falsity 
of the charge that the United States selfishly 
seeks its own interests at the expense of 
Allega- 
tions such as those made by Senator King in 
regard to Haiti and by others in regard to 
Nicaragua and Mexico are made ridiculous by 
the history of Cuba since 1898. If there is 
any country that would appeal to American 
cupidity and imperialism it is Cuba. If the 
United States had any desire to encroach upon 
neighboring peoples it would encroach upon 
the Cubans. But it has steadfastly befriended 
Cuba, aided it to maintain its independence, 
and desires above everything else in regard 
to Cuba that its people shall be independent 
and prosperous. 

The intimate commercial relations between 
Cuba and the United States not only warrant 
the exceptional tariff arrangements that have 
existed for many years, but are now sufficient 
warrant for a revision of the arrangement for 
the mutual benefit of the two nations. Trade 
should be liberalized to a stfll greater degree. 
Cuba’s products are necessities to the United 
States, and a still larger market *exists for 
them here; while American products are neces- 
sities to Cuba and should be consumed in 
much larger quantities, 

Under President Machado the welfare of 
Cuba has been gieatly enhanced. His own 
character and abilities and the character of 
the men composing his administration are such 
as to establish confidence and justify foreign. 
investments in Cuba: The country is blessed 
with fruitfulness and a delightful climate. It 
should have a much larger population. If 
populated with no more density than the pop- 
ulation of Porto Rico, Cuba would contain 
15,000,000 or more inhabitants. It could easily 
support and make prosperous a population of 
25,000,000. 

The advantageous geographical position of 
Cuba makes its growth in population and 
riches a certainty. It is attracting a heavier 
stream of tourists every year from the United 
States. All of these tourists arrive at Havana 
as strangers and leave as friends of the Cuban 
nation. The welfare of Cuba becomes their 
personal concern. 

Every consideration of history and present 
interest calls for the cultivation of the closest 
relations between the United States and Cuba. 


ALOYD GEORGE’S LAND CAMPAIGN. 


David Lloyd George has heretofore given 
ample evidence of his determination to stick 
to a policy even when it was not popular, He 
has shown it in a marked degree in connection 
with the land program which some time ago 
he put before the British electorate. That 
program was received with jeers by his politi- 
cal opponents and, in the beginning at least, 
it aroused but little enthusiasm among many 
of his liberal friends and followers. But he 
has kept at it with grim résolve, and at. the 
seventh meeting of the council of his Land 
and Nation league, held the other day, he was 
able to announce a substantial advance, due 
largely to widespread organization and inten- 
sive application to the matter in hand. His 
land campaign was launched eighteen months 
ago, and between then and now nearly 15,000 
public meetings have been held. No such 
systematic propaganda has been conducted in 
Britain since the palmy days of the agitation 
for the repeal of the corn laws, and Mr. 
George was able to boast that villages into 
which the liberal gospel had never previously 
penetrated had been visited by the trained 
speakers of the league, with results that were 
Lf tue most encouraging character. 

It was, of course, a great feather in his cap 
that his land proposals are no longer the 
scheme of individuals or committees, but have 
yeear officially incorporated in the platform of 
his party. That incorporation he claimed to be 
the ultimate guarantee of their acceptance, 
sooner or later, by the nation as a whole, for 
any reform, once indorsed by the liberal body, 
had never failed to find its place in the long 
run on the statute book. 

Lloyd George was also heartened by the 
recent successes achieved by his party at the 
polls in by-elections. ‘‘A few weeks ago,” he 
said, ‘“‘there would have been a guffaw, and 
a loud one, at my treating any act of the lib- 
eral party as if it had a national significance. 
Those sneers are now much fainter.’””’ He de- 
rived further encouragement from the fact 
that parts of his program had been filched by 
tris political opponents, as proved by their in- 
troduction into the house of commons of land 
bills which, but for his antecedent action, 
His 


» greatest glory, however, was in the changed

lication of -the Green Book, containing the 
aims and methods of the Land and Nation 
league. a 

Lloyd George has certainly made great 
progress with his plans for land reform in the 
short space of a year and a half. His an- 
nounced intention is to assist in the return 
of liberal candidates at the next election who 
will use their vote and influence in the next 
parliament to carry his proposals unimpaired 
through the legislature. It is a bold resolve; 
but it has in it some of the elements of promise. 


KING AND THE CONSTITUTION. 


The Reed “slush fund’’ committee is trayel- 
ing a rocky road in trying to survive in spite of 
the expiration of the Congress that created it. 
The authorities of Delaware county, Pa., dis- 
puted the authority of’the committee to take 
over ballots cast at the November election, and 
Judge Thompson, of the United States district 
court in Philadelphia, is now considering the 
question whether the committee is in existence 
or not. 

The point was made by the Delaware county 
authorities that the Reed committee had no 
right to appoint Jerry South as its agent, since 
the Senate resolution specifically designated 
the sergeant at arms of the Senate as the com- 
mittee’s agent. ‘Thereupon Senator King, of 
Utah, recently returned from the closed door of 
Haiti, advised the court that he and Senator 
La Follette were there in person, representing 
the committee, to demand the ballot boxes. He 
argued the question as to whether or not the 
Senate is a continuing body, holding that it 
was, and that as a consequence the Reed com- 
mittee was empowered to carry on ‘until dis- 
charged. ‘‘How could we carry out the resolu- 
tion and preserve the ballots unless we con- 
tinue legally to exist?’’ asked the Utah states- 
man. Then, according to the Associated Press, 
he took this astounding position: 

Senator King argued that every member 

of the Senate is an officer of the United 

States and therefore entitled to bring ac- 

tion in the Federal courts on behalf of the 

United States government. 

If Senator King is right, the Constitution is 
all wrong and must be amended again. That 
hoary and dilapidated document declares that 
‘no person holding any office. under the United 
States shall be a member of either house.’”’ It 
also provides that: ‘all civil officers of the 
United States shall be removed from office on 
impeachment for and conviction of treason,” 
&e. 
appoint “all other officers of the United States 
whose appointment is not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for.”’ 

Is Senator King an officer of the United 
States, and also acting as a senator? If so, the 
Reed committee should turn its inquiring eye 
in the direction of Officer King, or Senator 
King, with a view to his impeachment or ex- 
pulsion, as the case may be. The committee 
should also investigate the question whether 
President Coolidge, in an inadvertent moment, 
has appointed a United States senator an officer 
of the United States. Perhaps another im- 
peachment case might be developed here. 

Of course, if Senator King is right, he will 
enjoy a great advantage in the event that he 
should be impeached for high crimes and mis- 
demeanors in his capacity as an officer of the 
United States, for as a senator he would sit in 
judgment in his own case, and perhaps, like 
Andrew Johnson, escape impeachment by a sin- 
gle vote, 


WASHINGTON, BY ALL MEANS. 


The suggestion by the Hon. Carter Glass. 
of Virginia, that the next Democratic national 
convention should be held in Washington is 
one of the most admirable of all the public 
utterances of that distinguished statesman. 
It has already rung through the country, and 
if the Democratic leaders do not hear and heed 
it they are lacking in the elementary require- 
ments of statecraft. 

Washington is all that Senator Glass has 
claimed for it; and more. It is preeminently 
the place where a Democratic national conven- 
tion should be held. It is the natural objec- 
tive of all Democrats and the repository of all 
that is notable in @he history of that party. 
Its balmy climate, its unrivaled provisions for 
comfort and luxury, its spacious auditorium, 
its central position and accessibility, and its 
facilities for the dissemination of news con- 
stitute a set of qualifications that renders the 
claim of any other city contemptible by com- 
parison. | 

Here, in this Capital, the Democrats of the 
United States should assemble and choose from 
their number the candidate who is to lead the 
campaign of 1928. Let this candidate be 
named in the very shadow of the White House. 
Let him be surrounded by the power and

| expenses of his officé out of another fund 
which reaches him through the Department of 
Justice. That fund, like so many others, is 
on the road to eomplete annihilation through 
the failure of that poor old deficiency bill that 
is responsible for so many of the ills that 
threaten veterans, courts, juries and all.sorts 
and conditions of men and women. Marshal 
Snyder has figured it out that if he can cut 
expenses 2 per cent during the remainder of 
the fiscal year he can pull through in spite of 
the death of the deficiency bill. 
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COLLEGE MISFITS. 


Few will disagree with the statement of 
William H. P. Faunce, president ‘of Brown 
university, that 50 per cent of the youth of 
the nation who plan to enter college this fall 
would do better to go directly into business. 
The statement is backed up by statistics taken 
over nearly half a century, which indicate that 
most of the boys who go to college are failures 
in the sense that. they fail to graduate. There- 
fore, according to this educator, the trouble 
is that we are sending too many of the wrong 
kind of boys to college. 

Undoubtedly this is true, but the question 
naturally arises as to how the ‘“‘proper type” 
of boy may be chosen. The old method, which 
established certain mental tests as a prelimi- 
nary to matriculation, has been found wanting. 
Not many years ago the so-called “intelligence 
tests’’ were offered as a substitute, and were 
adopted by many colleges and universities. 
Latest reports, however, indicate that this 
method is not peffect, and the question as to 
which boy is suited for college and which is 
not is still undecided. 

American colleges and universities operate 
on the “survival of the fittest” basis. There 
is no reason whatsoever why they should do 
so. Yet until some pedagogic genius appears 
on the horizon with a scheme that will effec- 
tively remedy present evils, it is likely that 
thousands of misfits. will find their way into 
college each autumn to drop out later with a 
an@ money to all concerned. 


THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION, 


In the Claire Furnace Co. case recently de- 
cided by the United States Supreme Court, 
Justice McReynolds gave a minority opinion 
that goes far in clarifying the powers and 


The case arose over the authority of the 
trade commission to compel manufacturers 
to reveal their costs of production and in many 
instances their business methods. Chief Jus- 
tice Taft dismissed the case on the ground that 
the commission should first refer its’set of 
questions to the Attorney General for exami- 
nation and approval. 

Justice McReynolds goes further by 
ing that the commission had no right 
such questions, and that Congress never 
granted such power of inquisition. He is of 
the opinion that Congress should take steps 
to curb the activities of the trade commission 
in this direction. 

This minority opinion will strike a chord of 
sympathy in the mind of the business public, 
since the trade commission has wandered far 
from its original functions as intended by 
Congress. President Coolidge has already as- 
sisted the conservative members of the com- 
mission in confining its work to a fair and just 
consideration of all complaints, without un- 
due publicity, and without positive injury to 
the institutions complained of. 

When a certain form of radicalism toward 
corporations was in the ascendency, the trade 
commission pursued a course that gave the im- 
pression of an assumption of guilt before a 
hearing. Now the commission assumes in- 
nocence and avoids undue publicity until there 
is proof of guilt. 

The minority opinion of Justice McReynolds 
strengthens the views of President. Coolidge 
and the conservative members of the commis- 
sion, who are opposed to injuring business con- 
cerns by means of publicity of alleged violation 
of law before proof of wrongdoing. - 

The Federal Trade Commission is one of the

TO SPEED UP FEDERAL CASES. 


Some time ago Chief Justice Taft, of the 
Supreme Court, initiated a movement designed 
to expedite the wheels of justice through the 
lessening of the number of cases which may 
be brought to the court of last resort. As a 
résult of this movement only eight classes of 
cases can now reach the Supreme Court 
as a matter of right. In all others, the court it- 
self determines whether it will hear. petitions 
for appeals. 

But in spite of this elimination a full year 
is still required to reach a case after it has 
been docketed. With the subordinate tribu- 
nals, however, the congestion is very much 
greater, and lawyers from all over the country 
are loud in their complaints and appeals for 
relief. 

In the hope that some plan may be perfected 
whereby this much desired relief may bé as- 
sured Senator Norris, of Nebraska, chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the Senate, asked 
Chief Justice Taft to talk over with the other 
justices the idea of a general conference of 
lawyers whose practice is largely in the Fed- 
eral courts, through which some plan may be 
outlined for the guidance of Congress at its 
next session in framing legislation for speed- 
ing up the work of the courts. 

Justice Taft expressed himself as in hearty 
accord with the plan and has suggested that 
the proposed conference be held before the 
summer recess of the Supreme Court. 

‘The details of the plan have not yet been 
worked out, but it is certain that every lawyer 
who holds a brief in a case involving the inter- 
pretation of the Federal statutes will give’ this 


movement his hearty support.. The outcome

PUBLIC HEARING MAY 6 
ON STREET CAR ROUTES 


Fleharty Seeks Experts to 
“Check Valuation of Tele- 
phone Concern. 


The public utilities commission yes- 
terday authorized joint operation by 


the two street car companies of a new 
motorbus line to extend from Penn- 
syivania avenue and Seventeenth street 
southwest to Benning road and Kenil- 
worth avenue northeast. 

May 6 was fixed for a public hearing 
On the proposed changes in routing of 
three one-man street car lines of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. 
The suggested new arrangement is to 
have the Brookland cars travel to the 
wharves, the LeDroit park cars to stop 
at the Treasury except in rush hours, 
when they wi!l go to the Bureau of En- 
graving, and the Anacostia line go to 
Eleventh and Monroe streets north- 
west. 

The route of the new bus line will 
be along Pennsylvania avenue from 
Seventeenth street to Minnesota ave- 
nue, thence to Benning road. Two- 
cent transfers will be issued to the 
Washington Railway and Electric car 
line at the northern bus terminus, to 
the Capital Traction car line at the 
south end, and the Hillcrest bus line. 
Free transfers will be issued to the 
Randall Highlands-Eastern high school 
bus line. The fare will be a street car 
token or eight cents cash. 


May Review Decision,

REELECTION PREDIGTED 
FOR UNION SECRETARY 


Progressive Club Official De- 
clares Walker Will Be 
Chosen for Office. 


CARTER CAUSES SPLIT 


Fred S. Walker, a candidate for re- 
election as secretary-treasurer of the 
Columbia Typographical union, No. 101, 
represents the progressive element in 
the union and will be reelected, John 
N. Breen, an attorney who is president 
of the Printers Progressive club, de- 
clared in a letter to the editor of The 
Post yesterday. Mr. Breen protested 
against what he believed to be an ef- 
fort to favor the candidacy of George 
G. Seibold, former secretary-treasurer 
of the union, to return to the office he 
occupied for 22 years until ousted last 
year by Mr. Walker. He said stories 
of the preelection fight in the union 
were too favorable to Mr. Seibold. 

George Carter, public printer, is the 
principal bone of contention in the 
election, but Mr. Breen spoke in his 
defense and declared that candidates 
who were supposed to be “Carter can- 
didates” were actually the representa- 
tives of the progressive element in the 
union, which had decided to bury the 
hatchet between the printers and the 
union. Members of the old regime, of 
which Mr. Seibold was one, Mr. Breen 
said, had gained the union members 
nothing through their fighting.

Attorney General 
States 216 Post Cards 


Came From Holland. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Contrary to reports that thousands 
of protests in the Sacco-Vanzetti mur- 
der case had been received by the De- 
partment of Justice, Attorney General 
Sargent yesterday declared that only 
393 communications had reached the 
government in the number of years 
the case has been the subject of pub- 
lic attention. 

This number included 216 post cards 


which were sent from Holland, includes 
those addressed to President Coolidge 
and other governmental agencies.* The 
department has replied to those com- 
munications which were signed, the 
Attorney Gneral said, pointing out that 
it “could have no authority to take 
any action in the matter” as the case 
was one for the State courts of Mas- 
sachusetts, where the two men were 
convicted of murdering a paymaster 
and “must be disposed of in and by 
the courts of Massachusetts.” 

Mr. Sargent said an apparent mis- 
understanding existed on the part of 
those who have not become fam*tyr 
with the American system of govern- 
ment and that these persons did not 
understand that neither the Federal 
government nor President Coolidge has 
any right to interfere with such a case.
